The  Auctioneer  may  bid  further 
on  behalf  of  the  Consignor  up  to  the  amount  of  the  reserve,  by 
accepting  bids  from  floor  agents  on  the  part  of  the  Consignor,  or 
any  affiliated  or  related  company  of  the  Auctioneer  or  the 
Consignor,  by  placing  successive  or  consecutive  bids  for  any  lot, 
or  by  placing  bids  in  response  to  other  Bidders.  The  Auctioneer 
may  accept  or  decline  any  bid,  or  challenge  to  any  bid  or  bidding 
increment,  as  he,  in  his  sole  discretion  shall  determine.  It  is 
unlawful  and  illegal  for  Bidders  to  collude,  pool,  or  agree  with 
another  Bidder  to  pay  less  than  the  fair  value  for  a  lot.  Bidders  in 
the  sale  acknowledge  that  the  law  provides  for  substantial  penal¬ 
ties  in  the  form  of  treble  damages  and  attorneys'  fees  and  costs 
for  those  who  violate  these  provisions.

RETURNED  FOR  ANY  REASON  WHATSOEVER. 

21 .  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  open  bidding  for  a  lot  at  a  reason¬ 
able  price  and  to  withdraw  any  lot  at  any  time,  even  after  the  ham¬ 
mer  has  fallen,  until  the  Purchaser  has  taken  physical  possession 
of  the  lot.  No  Consignor  who  has  registered  to  bid  at  the  sale  (or 
at  any  other  time  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  consignment 
agreement),  or  any  Purchaser  or  prospective  Bidder  shall  have  a 
right  to  claim  any  consequential  damages  if  a  lot  is  withdrawn, 
even  after  the  sale.

25.  In  the  event  of  a  successful  challenge  to  the  title  to  any  goods 
purchased,  Superior  agrees  to  reimburse  any  Purchaser  in  an 
amount  equal  to  the  successful  bid  price  actually  paid  by 
Purchaser  at  auction  plus  any  Buyer's  Commission  actually  paid, 
in  full  and  complete  satisfaction  of  all  claims,  which  once  ten¬ 
dered  by  Superior,  relieves  and  releases  Superior  from  any 
responsibility  whatsoever  to  the  Purchaser,  even  if  the  instrument 
is  not  cashed  or  is  returned. 

26.  By  bidding  in  the  sale,  (whether  in  person,  by  mail,  telephone  or 
telefax,  or  through  an  agent),  Bidder  expressly  consents  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Waiver  and  Release: 

Purchaser,  for  himself,  his  heirs,  agents,  successors  and  assigns, 
generally  and  specifically  waives  and  releases,  and  forever  dis¬ 
charges  Superior,  and  its  respective  affiliates,  parents,  sharehold¬ 
ers,  agents,  subsidiaries,  employees,  members  of  their  respec¬ 
tive  boards  of  directors,  and  each  of  them,  and  their  respective 
successors  and  assigns  from  any  and  all  claims,  rights,  demands 
and  causes  of  action  and  suits,  of  whatever  kind  or  nature, 
whether  in  law  or  equity,  whether  known  or  unknown,  suspected 
or  unsuspected,  which  Purchaser  may  claim  to  have  with  respect 
to  and/or  arising  out  of,  or  in  connection  with  any  challenge  to  the 
title  to  any  goods  purchased,  the  sale  itself,  and/or  the  auction, 
except  for  reimbursement  in  the  amount  equal  to  any  bid  actual¬ 
ly  paid  by  Purchaser,  plus  any  Buyer's  Commission  actually  paid 
by  Purchaser  where  such  reimbursement  is  authorized  in  these 
Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale.

WHICH  THE  CREDITOR  DOES  NOT  KNOW  OR  SUSPECT  TO 
EXIST  IN  HIS  FAVOR  AT  THE  TIME  OF  EXECUTING  THE 
RELEASE,  WHICH  IF  KNOWN  BY  HIM  MUST  HAVE  MATERIAL¬ 
LY  AFFECTED  HIS  SETTLEMENT  WITH  THE  DEBTOR." 

27.  Title  to  any  lot  remains  with  consignor,  any  secured  party  of  the 
Consignor,  or  Consignor's  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  the 
lot  is  paid  for  in  full  by  Purchaser.  Superior  reserves  the  right  to 
require  payment  in  full  before  delivering  any  lot  to  the  successful 
Purchaser. 

28.  It  is  the  Purchaser's  responsibility  and  obligation  to  have  the  lots 
fully  insured  while  in  his  or  her  possession.  Purchaser  assumes 
any  and  all  RISK  OF  LOSS  while  the  lot(s)  is  in  Purchaser's  pos¬ 
session. 

29.  If  a  dispute  arises  concerning  ownership  of  a  lot  that  has  been  bid 
upon,  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  commence  a  statutory  inter¬ 
pleader  proceeding  at  the  expense  of  the  Consignor  and  suc¬ 
cessful  Purchaser  end  any  other  applicable  party,  and  in  such 
event  shall  be  entitled  to  its  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  and  costs. 

30.  In  the  event  a  successful  Purchaser  fails  to  make  payment  when 
due,  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  resell  the  merchandise,  or  to 
have  an  affiliated  or  related  company  do  so.  Purchaser  agrees  to 
pay  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  a  sale,  together  with  any  inci¬ 
dental  costs  of  sale.  Purchaser  also  agrees  to  pay  the  difference 
between  the  resale  price  and  any  previous  disbursements,  with¬ 
out  limitations,  including  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  and  costs  and 
expenses  which  may  include  the  cataloguing  of  an  item,  and  any 
other  reasonable  charges,  including  securing  opinion  of  counsel  if 
necessary.  Any  excess  money  realized  from  the  resale  shall  first 
be  applied  to  pay  Superior  its  standard  fees  and  commissions  for 
a  sale  and  the  remainder,  if  any  will  be  paid  to  the  Purchaser. 

31 .  If  the  auction  invoice  is  not  paid  for  in  full  when  due  per  invoice 
terms,  the  unpaid  balance  will  earn  interest  at  the  rate  of  one-and- 
one-half  percent  (1-1/2%)  per  month  until  it  is  paid  in  full.

Superior 
reserves  the  right  to  assign  its  interest  to  any  third  party. 

32.  All  photographs  in  this  catalogue  are  of  the  actual  items  being 
sold  may  not  be  the  actual  size  and  are  not  to  scale. 

33.  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  postpone  the  auction  sale  or  any 
session  thereof  for  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  any  reason 
whatsoever,  and  no  Bidder  or  prospective  Bidder  shall  have  any 
claim  as  a  result  thereof,  including  consequential  damages. 

34.  Neither  Superior  nor  any  affiliated  or  related  company  shall  be 
responsible  for  incidental  or  consequential  damages  arising  out  of 
any  failure  of  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  of  the  auction  or 
the  conduct  thereof  and  in  no  event  shall  liability  for  any  such  fail¬ 
ure  exceed  the  purchase  price  paid. 

35.  The  sole  remedy  that  any  Purchaser  in  the  auction  shall  have, 
whether  bidding  in  person,  by  mail,  by  telefax,  by  telephone,  or 
through  an  employee  or  agent,  for  any  claim  or  controversy  aris¬ 
ing  out  of  the  auction  shall  be  a  refund  of  the  original  purchase 
price  and  premium  paid,  if  any. 


36  Upon  payment  of  a  disputed  sum  as  determined  by  the  arbitra¬ 
tors,  but  in  no  event  greater  than  the  original  purchase  price  actu¬ 
ally  paid  by  Purchaser  plus  any  commission  or  premium  actually 
paid  by  Purchaser  to  Superior,  and  employees  thereof,  shall  be 
deemed  released  from  any  and  all  claims  of  the  Bidder  arising  out 
of  or  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  such  property.  Purchaser 
agrees  to  execute  prior  to  delivery  of  any  refund,  any  documents 
reasonably  requested  to  effect  the  intent  of  this  paragraph.

37.  Rights  granted  to  Bidders  and  Purchasers  under  the  within  Terms 
and  Conditions  of  Sale  are  personal  and  may  not  be  assigned  or 
transferred  to  any  other  person  or  entity,  whether  by  operation  of 
law  or  otherwise.

“ Now  This  Game  Is  Over” 

My  interest  in  collecting  coins  began  in  1958.  It  was  during  this  year  that 
my  oldest  son,  Mark,  who  was  8  years  old,  and  I  went  to  our  first  coin 
show.  It  must  have  been  ten  dealers  at  the  show.  I  just  could  not  believe 
there  was  that  kind  of  money  still  around.  Sure,  Mark  and  I  both  get  hooked.  Like 
almost  everyone,  we  went  the  Lincoln  penny,  Mercury  dime,  Buffalo  nickel  route.  As 
we  filled  a  set  and  kept  it  for  a  while,  we  felt  that  the  “game  was  over,”  so  we  would 
trade  up  into  a  little  stronger  series. 

After  completing  an  18th,  19th,  and  20th  Century  type  set  in  the  early  1970s 
and  1980s  (copper,  nickel  and  silver),  we  felt  we  had  hit  the  top  in  collecting.  Then 
along  came  this  thing  called  varieties.  I  had  already  accumulated  around  25-30  Cap 
Bust  half  dollars  when  Mark  said,  “You  should  find  out  what  varieties  you  have.” 
Naturally,  I  then  had  to  add  the  Overton  book  to  my  small  library.  Then  I  really  got 
hooked  on  attributing  Bust  halves. 

Along  about  1990,  I  became  a  member  of  the  BHNC.  This  membership,  without  a  doubt,  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  my 
numismatic  file. 

During  the  90s,  Mark  and  I  traveled  to  shows  with  our  “Red  Caps,”  from  the  Fun  Show  in  the  South,  Baltimore  in  the 
East,  and  to  Cleveland  in  the  North  Central.  To  date,  I  have  personally  met  70  members  of  BHNC.  You  can  rest  assure  the  great¬ 
est  thrill  one  gets  from  collecting  coins  is  certainly  not  the  pennies,  nickels  and  dimes  they  collect,  but  the  wonderful  friends  they 
make  along  the  way. 

One  of  the  greatest  thrills  came  in  August,  1996  on  a  vacation  to  Arizona.  I  got  to  meet  and  visit  with  Mr.  Floyd  Farley, 
who  told  me  numerous  “war  stories”  of  his  early  collecting  of  Cap  Bust  half  dollars.  Can  you  believe  he  had  two  1827  0-137  at  one 
time?  That  visit  was  just  fantastic. 

On  May  27,  1996,  my  “Red  Cap”  collecting  buddy  and  son,  Mark,  passed  away  at  the  age  of  45.  With  this  loss,  my  enthu¬ 
siasm  for  collecting  started  to  decline.  After  talking  to  my  second  son,  Mike,  about  my  coin  collection  in  general  and  more  specif¬ 
ic  my  Type  sets  he  said,  “Well,  Dad,  it  looks  like  ‘the  game  is  over.’”  So  the  Type  set  was  traded. 

Now  as  I  look  back  over  the  last  39  years  of  coin  collecting,  I  realize  we  are  only  custodians  of  our  collection  for  just  a  short 
time.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  one  might  say  about  this  collection  of  Cap  Bust  halves,  “Now  this  game  is  over.” 

Most  likely,  there  will  be  other  games.  Only  time  will  tell,  but  in  the  mean  time,  “Happy  hunting  to  all.”

Devices  are 
extremely  sharp,  including  the  eagle’s  claw  and  tail,  as  well  as  the 
bow  and  top  leaves  on  the  wreath,  areas  which  many  times  are 
found  weak.  One  of  only  25  certified  in  Proof  65  by  the  grading 
services,  with  2  higher.  Coin  is  in  NGC  holder  641 197-001. 

Mint  designer-engraver  James  Barton  Longacre  reworked 
Gobrecht’s  famous  flying  eagle  of  1836-9  and  placed  it  on  the 
obverse  of  America’s  new,  thick,  72-grain  copper-nickel  Small 
Cents.  These  were  first  given  the  name  “white  cents”  by  the  pub¬ 
lic  and  must  have  been  strikingly  brilliant  and  silvery  when  new 
compared  to  the  old  red-brown  Large  Cents  they  were  replacing. 
For  the  reverse  Longacre  adapted  his  wreath  of  cereals  used  orig¬ 
inally  on  his  1854-design  Gold  Dollars  and  Three-dollar  Gold 
pieces.  Together,  these  borrowings  give  us  one  of  our  nation’s 
most  attractive,  least  cluttered  coin  designs.  It  is  unfortunate  the 
Flying  Eagle  had  to  be  retired  so  soon.  Unfortunate,  that  is,  for 
lovers  of  artistic  coinage;  but  fortunate  for  today’s  avid  coin  buy¬ 
ers  who  value  the  1856  for  its  fame  and  rarity.

Schuyler.  The  obverse  bears  an  American  beaver,  a  common  animal  found  in 
Albany,  New  York  in  the  17th  century.  The  Albany  300th  anniversary 
Commemorative  was  sold  for  $2  issue  price  to  help  defray  the  costs  of  the 
celebrations,  with  a  net  mintage  of  17,658.  According  to  the  Breen-Swiatek 
reference  on  this  series,  no  Proofs  are  reported  although  several  may  have 
been  made  for  John  R.  Sinnock,  who  engraved  the  dies  from  Lathrop’s 
designs.

To  pay  respect  to  the  75th  anniversary  of  this 
clash  of  arms,  the  coin’s  sculptor  William  Marks  Simpson  depicted  conjoined 
busts  of  the  two  generals  who  commanded  the  opposing  forces  in  that  bat¬ 
tle,  George  B.  McClellan  (Union)  and  Robert  E.  Lee  (Confederate).  For  the 
reverse,  Simpson  chose  to  use  the  Burnside  Bridge  which  was  a  strategic  site 
in  the  battle.  A  total  50,000  were  authorized  at  $1.65  each,  although  only 
18,000  were  eventually  sold,  the  remainder  returned  to  the  mint  for  melting.

Memorializes  the  75th  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania, 
a  key  turning  point  in  the  Civil  War.  The  coin’s  creator,  Frank  Vittor,  con¬ 
ceived  a  dual  design  for  both  obverse  and  reverse:  the  obverse  portrays  con¬ 
joined  busts  of  Union  and  Confederate  soldiers,  while  there  is  similar  duali¬ 
ty  in  the  Union  and  Confederate  shields  on  the  reverse,  which  are  separated 
by  the  double-edged  fasces  representing  power  of  life  and  death  (that  is,  the 
sovereignty  of  the  State).  The  coin  is  dated  1836  but  was  struck  in  1937  and 
commemorates  an  event  which  technically  should  have  been  celebrated  in 
1938!  Such  was  the  administration  of  Americas  Commemorative  program  in 
the  1930s.  In  all,  there  were  50,000  struck;  however,  only  26,900  sold  at  the 
issue  price  of  $1.65.  The  rest  were  deliquesced.

They  had  the  mint  stamp  a  tiny  star  into 
the  obverse  field.  A  total  of  4,256  were  so  counterpunched  while  each  coin 
was  in  the  die  so  as  not  to  cause  a  flat  spot  to  appear  on  the  opposite  side. 
Todays  collector  is  faced  with  very  few  nice  Grant  with  Star  examples  from 
which  to  choose.  The  present  coin  is  far  superior  than  most.

Lathrop  designed  the  coin.  Issue  price  was  $2  each  with  a  net  mintage  of 
15,251  plus  50  presentation  specimens  struck  from  a  single  blow  on  a  proof 
planchet  using  polished  dies.

1810  1794  Valentine-4.  Berries  7x5.  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Shows  some 

faint  hairlines  and  a  small  ring  around  the  center  dot;  luster  muted  which 
may  suggest  occasional  cleaning  years  ago.  As  bold  as  any  seen  (this  struck 
from  clashed  dies)  wherein  all  stars  come  to  needle  points  and  the  hair  on 
Liberty  bountiful;  moreover,  the  eagle,  which  tends  to  come  weak,  is,  in  this 
specimen,  fully  struck  including  the  breast  which  has  the  feathers  visible.  An 
opportunity  for  the  Half  Dime  collector. 


1811  1795  Valentine-4.  Rarity-4.  Very  Fine  20.  Light  surface  marks  and  rim 

nicks,  with  a  space  along  the  reverse  rim  between  D  of  UNITED  and  S  of 
STATES  flattened  as  though  scraped  or  gently  filed.  Scarce  early  die  state  of 
Valentine  4  before  the  rim  broke  over  TY. 


1812  1797  13  Stars.  Valentine-1.  Rarity-6.  Very  Fine  20.  Small  dent  on  chin  and 
a  short  rim  cut  above  ME  in  AMERICA.  Has  been  cleaned  by  allowed  to 
retone  and  is  now  light  russet-gray.  A  very  scarce  two-year  Type.  Of  all  of 
America’s  silver  coins,  the  1796-7  Half  Dimes  are  among  the  most  important 
and  least  often  seen  in  any  grade.  Very  few  were  struck  (demand  was  for 
Silver  Dollars  and  gold  in  those  years);  fewer  still  survive  in  acceptable  con¬ 
dition. 

1813  1800  Valentine- 1.  Rarity-3.  Very  Fine  20.  Cleaned  long  ago;  now  retoned 
at  the  rims  and  around  the  letters.  Other  than  for  the  cleaning,  which  left 
hairlines  behind,  the  fields  and  devices  are  rather  above-average  than  below 
while  the  rims  show  no  defects  and  have  nearly  complete  milling.  Another 
popular  (and  scarce)  short-lived  Type  design.  The  Draped  Bust  Liberty  head 
was  paired  to  a  heraldic  eagle  reverse  only  from  1800  to  1805  before  this 
denomination  was  suspended  until  1829. 


SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1831  HALF  DIME 


1814  1831  Valentine-1.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  66.  Features  warm  russet-gold 
color  adhering  to  superb  frosty  luster,  the  strike  impossible  to  fault.  This  last 
includes  sharp  stars  and  a  complete  eagle. 

1815  1831  Valentine-4.  Rarity-4.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Beautiful  golden  sun¬ 
set  toning  evolves  into  blue  at  the  rim,  with  luster  better  than  50%  complete 
and  a  sharp  strike.

1825  1863  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A  blend  of  golden  and  opaque  white  on  either 

side  gives  this  charming  specimen  a  refreshing  look  of  originality;  in  addition, 
the  strike  is  needle-sharp,  with  Liberty  prominent.  Her  appearance,  white 
with  frost,  gives  this  coin  strong  cameo  contrast.  As  is  also  the  case,  1 863  has 
extremely  low  mintage  both  as  a  business  strike  and  in  Proof,  with  the  Proof 
mintage  a  mere  460  specimens.  Few,  it  seems  self-evident,  could  have  sur¬ 
vived  in  anything  approaching  this  Gem  condition.

1834  1820  JR-11.  Rarity-3.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned.  No  heavy  marks  or  rim 
problems  on  what  would  be,  were  it  not  for  the  cleaning,  a  choice  specimen. 

JR-1 1  has  star  1  pointing  to  the  space  above  the  upper  fold  of  drapery;  T 
in  UNITED  is  inordinately  high  and  out  of  alignment  with  the  other  let¬ 
ters. 


Exceptional  clean 
surfaces  for  a  Bust  Dime  and  boasting  close  to  90%  deep  frost  beneath  won¬ 
derful  iridescent  blue  to  sunset  orange-red  color.  As  handsome  as  they  come 
in  this  grade  and  certainly  deserves  making  a  note  of  in  your  catalog  for  pos¬ 
sible  bid.

Research  done  by  Stack’s  (and  others)  has  found  that  “the  obverses  of  these 
‘No  Stars’  pieces  were  cut  on  the  reducing  lathe  from  the  model  for  the  1 836 
Gobrecht  Dollar,  according  to  a  letter  from  Robert  M.  Patterson,  Mint 
Director,  on  12/19/1845,  which  would  explain  the  absence  of  any  patterns 
of  the  new  design.  The  new  reverse  designs,  lacking  the  eagle  which  had  pre¬ 
viously  appeared  on  all  silver  coins,  were  specified  in  the  Mint  Act  of  1 837, 
doubtless  to  make  the  denomination  much  more  visible  on  these  small  coins. 
The  design  change  was  also  necessary  since  the  Liberty  Seated  obverse  would 
have  been  directly  opposite  the  eagle  and  neither  side  would  have  struck  up 
at  all  well.”

Struck  from  worn  dies,  the  coin  has  been  cleaned 
and  is  now  mottled;  a  scrape  or  deep  scuff  affects  E  of  AMERICA. 


1909  1844  Extremely  Fine  45.  Some  scuffs  and  pin  scratches  in  what  are  other¬ 

wise  lustrous  fields.

acquired  pale  golden  toning.  This  would  be  choice  were  it  not  for  a  small 
flake  in  the  metal  from  Liberty’s  arm  above  the  shield.  A  one-year  Type,  the 
mint  added  arrows  at  the  date  and  rays  around  the  eagle  in  compliance  with 
the  Mint  Act  of  1  853  which  reduced  the  weight  of  the  Quarter  Dollar  slight¬ 
ly.  The  rays  appear  only  in  1853,  making  this  a  “must  have”  Type.

gold,  several  portions  that  are  tending  towards  blue  iridescence.  The  strike, 
which  is  of  prime  importance  to  all  buyers,  is  as  it  should  be.

1924  1870  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Faint  hairlines,  and  a  rough  area  on  the  reverse. 
“Proofs  have  the  rusted  reverse  of  1869,”  according  to  the  Breen  encyclope¬ 
dia.  Scarce.  Mintage:  1,000.

1 872-CC  Extremely  Fine  40.  Some  old  superficial  scratches  encircling  the  obverse,  partially  invisible  in  the  “antique  silver”  toning;  also,  several  tiny  divots  or 
marks  in  the  area  by  the  end  of  the  rock  on  which  Liberty  sits.  Extremely  low  mintage  (and  consequent  high  rarity)  for  1 872-CC:  only  22,850  struck. 


1926  1873  No  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Exquisite  color,  surface,  cameo 

contrast — indeed,  everything  about  the  coin  writes  volumes  as  to  its  mint 
freshness  and  originality.  A  gem,  in  short,  and  destined  for  immediate  resub¬ 
mittal  to  a  grading  service  or  we  miss  our  bet!  One  of  only  600  Proofs  with¬ 
out  arrows  at  date  for  1873.

Important,  too,  for  its  linkage  to  America’s  100th  anniversary  of  indepen¬ 
dence.

1890  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Light  cloudy  toning,  the  fields  choice  and  relative¬ 
ly  free  of  hairlines  for  this,  the  second  to  last  date  that  Seated  Quarters  were 
issued.  Proofs  totalled  590. 


1891-S  NGC  graded  Mint  State  65.  Fully  prooflike  in  the  fields,  this  nice¬ 
ly  offset  by  white  frosted  devices.  Some  hairlines  are  to  be  expected,  though 
none  affect  the  superb  gem  quality  preservation  of  the  piece.  Besides  all  this, 
the  coin  has  toned  golden  brown  at  the  periphery,  suggesting  many  years  in 
which  it  was  stored  lovingly  by  previous  owners.

The  head 
of  Liberty  is  profusely  frosted  giving  her  a  fresh,  satin-like  blush;  any  toning 
is  held  to  the  extreme  edge  leaving  the  center  brilliant  and  glittery.  Mintage 
in  Proof  for  1 894  was  792.

1937  1898  Mint  State  63.  Frosty.  One  or  two  very  faint  hairlines  across  the 
obverse  near  the  top  of  the  head.  Sharp  strike  and  stars,  there  being  evidence 
of  die  deterioration  forming  on  the  rim  below  the  date. 

1938  1908  PCGS  graded  Proof  61.  A  few  very  tiny  and  scattered  hairlines  in  an 
otherwise  mirror-deep  field,  the  field’s  depth  seen  in  its  relative  blackness 
when  held  under  a  strong  focused  light  source.

Medium  to  deep  neutral  silver-gray  toning  includes  areas 
where  iridescent  blue-green  can  be  seen  along  with  russet  color.  Superb. 

1940  1915  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Cloudy;  some  faint  (very  faint)  hairlines.  The 
Proof  origin  explains  the  needle-sharpness  on  all  devices.  Mintage:  450.

1941  1916  Mint  State  64.  Full  Flead.  In  addition  to  the  full  strike  on  Liberty's 

head,  every  other  part  of  the  design  is  crisp  and  clear  (full  shield  rivets,  etc). 
The  52,000  mintage  explains  1916’s  fame  and  notoriety.  Partially,  this  came 
about  because  the  design  changed  late  in  the  year  from  the  Barber  coinage 
and  the  Philadelphia  branch  had  time  to  strike  only  token  amounts  before 
the  calendar  change  forced  the  1917  date  change.  A  key  to  the  set  and  desir¬ 
able  in  all  grades,  especially  when  this  choice.

1916  Standing  Liberty.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Album-type  toning  along 
the  periphery  made  up  of  colorful  sunset  orange-gold  to  greenish  hues;  abun¬ 
dant  luster.  Worn  only  on  the  highest  portions  of  Liberty  s  breast  and  torso 
and  portions  of  the  shield  she  holds  against  her  chest.  Scarce.  Only  52,000 
minted. 


1943  1917  Type  1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  In  old  holder  (hence,  the 

absence  of  a  “full  head”  designation  which  this  coin  plainly  deserves).  The 
strike  is  razor-sharp;  the  color  pleasant,  indeed,  enchantingly  beautiful  with 
soft  pastels  over  vivid  (and  satin-like)  mint  frost. 


Hermon  MacNeill’s  original  model  for  the  Standing  Liberty  was  identi¬ 
fied  as  Dora  Doscher  (Mrs.  H.  William  Baum),  later  an  actress  in  silent 
films  under  the  name  of  Doris  Doree.  She  was  also  the  model  for  Karl 
Bitter’s  Diana  (in  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art)  and  for  the  female 
figure  in  his  Pulitzer  Memorial  Fountain  in  NYC. 


1944  1917  Type  1.  Mint  State  65.  Full  Head.  Toned  pinkish  gray,  the  luster  satiny 

and  superb. 


1945  1917  Type  1.  Mint  State  63.  Almost  fully  struck  head  on  this,  the  first  of 

Hermon  MacNeill’s  Standing  Liberty  Quarters.  The  luster  complete  and 
satiny  beneath  pale  golden  color.  And  because  marks  are  at  a  minimum,  the 
coin  is  decidedly  choice.

The 
fields  are  immaculate — pristine  with  satiny,  almost  velvet-textured  luster,  the 
strike  outstanding,  and  the  merest  blush  of  nature’s  toning  to  give  it  a  further 
sense  of  mint-freshness.

Each  of  these  design  modifications 
was  an  attempt  to  improve  the  appearance  and  striking  quality  of  the 
coin. 


2035  1921-S  Good  4  to  Very  Good  8.  Lot  of  5  coins. 


2036  1927-S  Mint  State  63.  Were  it  not  for  a  few  very  small  field  abrasions  (con¬ 

tact  with  others  in  the  bag),  this  would  grade  a  point  or  two  better;  as  it  is, 
the  surfaces  are  very  choice  for  1927-S  and  the  strike  better  than  usual  (usual 
being  weak  at  centers).  Scarce  in  this  condition.

The  features  are  cut  in  shallow  relief, 
and  the  rim  is  low.  Thus,  all  impressions  from  the  die  appear  somewhat  flat, 
a  situation  particularly  evident  on  coins  in  VF  or  lower  grades.  The  shallow 
relief  does  not  materially  affect  the  appearance  of  higher  grade  coins,  which 
often  have  exquisite  detail,  [as  here]  including  a  full  complement  of  eagle 
feathers.”

Mintage  in  1797  was  very  limited,  for  reasons  similar  to  1796  (die  breakage; 
continuing  anxiety  over  possible  abolition  of  the  Mint;  and  one  of  what 
proved  to  be  a  series  of  annual  epidemics  of  yellow  fever,  forcing  closure  of 
the  Mint  each  fall  for  a  couple  of  months,  and  killing  valuable  personnel). 
On  Feb.  28,  some  342  were  struck,  which  have  been  tentatively  identified  as 
the  Small  Letters  coins,  this  according  to  the  Breen  encyclopedia.  These  are 
from  the  worn  reverse  of  1795,  always  weak  so  that  survivors  look  about  a 
full  grade  lower  on  reverse  than  on  obverse. 

The  Large  Letters  coins  with  stars  9  left,  7  right  are  thought  to  comprise  the 
4,941  struck  in  the  two  deliveries  of  May  26  and  June  30,  1797.  Both  dies 
cracked,  the  obverse  severely;  the  marginally  usable  reverse  was  resurrected 
for  use  with  one  of  the  1798  obverses.  Those  with  stars  10  left,  6  right  are 
identified  with  the  2,493  delivered  Aug.  12-28,  just  before  the  annual  yellow 
fever  epidemic.  This  variety’s  reverse  rusted  but  failed  to  be  cleaned  up  for 
reuse.  Possibly  there  was  too  little  time  during  preparations  for  closure  of  the 
Mint  to  regrind  this  die  and  dip  it  into  the  tub  of  hot  grease  kept  for  the  pur¬ 
pose;  possibly  Scot  or  Eckfeldt  thought  it  was  too  far  gone.

2161  1801  Bolender- 1.  Rarity-2.  Very  Fine  30.  Lightly  cleaned,  although  this 

generally  does  not  affect  the  surface  integrity,  merely  adding  a  few  hairlines.

There  were  several  overdate  1 802  dies  pre¬ 
pared,  probably  from  leftover  1801s  that  hadn’t  been  hardened  for  use.  Once

Brilliant  Proof  55.  Light  handling  marks  on  the  obverse  and  mildly  cleaned. 
Nearly  full  mirror  surface  intact.  Dies  are  adjusted  in  normal  coin  alignment, 
which  assigns  this  to  the  1,000  struck  December  31,  1836  (the  600  pieces 
struck  three  months  after  had  dies  in  parallel  or  medallic  style).  Rims  sharp, 
squared,  and  unblemished  aside  from  a  very  small  nick  below  ONE  that  well- 
nigh  takes  a  magnifying  glass  to  see.  A  distinguished  Silver  Dollar  in  a  low- 
priced  grade. 


2168  1836  Gobrecht  Dollar.  Name  on  Base.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned  long 
ago.  Light  surface  marks,  including  one  or  two  on  the  rim. 

Christian  Gobrecht,  renowned  banknote-plate  engraver  and  medallist  was 
tapped  to  design  a  new  Silver  Dollar  for  the  mint  after  more  than  30  years 
without  the  denomination.  Gobrecht  chose  to  cloak  his  seated  figure  ot 
Liberty  in  a  diaphanous  flowing  robe  or  gown  leaving  her  shoulders  bare.  The 
Union  shield,  with  LIBERTY  in  raised  letter  on  a  ribbon  across  it,  rests  at 
Liberty’s  feet  and  is  supported  by  her  right  hand.  In  her  left  hand,  a  staff  with 
liberty  cap  at  top. 

Gobrecht,  in  a  departure  from  usual  mint  practice,  chose  for  his  reverse  to 
depict  a  flying  eagle  amidst  a  field  of  small,  medium,  and  large  stars.  The 
1836-39  issue  is  a  result  of  his  design,  as  handsome  as  any  19th  century 
coinage  effort  whose  quality  was  on  a  par  with  many  European  crowns. 

2169  1840  Extremely  Fine  45.  Cleaned.  A  few  small  marks  on  Liberty. 


2170  1840  Very  Fine  35.  Numerous  hairlines  below  the  deep  old-silver  color  pos¬ 

sibly  trace  to  the  coin  having  been  earlier  wiped  with  a  cloth;  there  it  no  evi¬ 
dence  it  has  been  otherwise  cleaned  or  mishandled.  Important  as  the  first  year 
of  the  modified  design  Seated  Dollar  (by  Robert  Ball  Hughes  after  Christian 
Gobrecht’s  original  dies). 


2171  1841  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned. 

21/2  1842  Sharpness  of  About  Uncirculated.  Cleaned  and  polished;  some  minor 

rim  nicks. 

21 73  1843  Sharpness  of  Extremely  Fine.  Harshly  cleaned  or  whizzed  to  simulate 
luster. 

2174  1844  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned.  Only  20,000  minted,  all  from  a  dou¬ 
bled  obverse  die  (plainest  at  the  shield).  The  reverse  has  irreverently  been 
called  the  armpit  variety  from  many  hairlike  crisscross  die  file  marks 
between  wings  and  body.  Scarce. 

2175  1845  Extremely  Fine  45.  Cleaned.  Though  a  number  of  the  Bust,  Seated, 
and  Trade  Dollars  from  this  extensive  consignment  were  cleaned  either  by  the 
consignor  or  by  his  source(s),  they  nonetheless  must  have  been  selected  for 
their  surface  integrity  since  many  are  smoother,  less  marked,  than  average 
despite  the  cleaning.  Low  mintage  in  1845:  24,500. 

2176  1846  Sharpness  of  Extremely  Fine.  Cleaned  with  an  eraser  or  small  bur¬ 
nishing  wheel  on  the  reverse  to  remove  a  short  scratch  in  the  metal. 

2177  1846-0  Very  Fine  35.  Cleaned. 

2178  1847  Extremely  Fine  40.  Some  hairlines  and  random  scuffs.  Nicely  toned. 

2179  1847  Very  Fine  35.  Cleaned. 

2180  1848  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned.  Scarce  year:  15,000  mintage. 

2181  1849  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned.  One  of  the  best-struck  examples  of 
this  date  seen,  for  1849  often  developed  weakness  on  Liberty’s  head  and 
shoulder  from  insufficient  die  pressure,  and  also  the  eagle’s  head  and  upper 
body  are  sometimes  found  weak. 

2182  1849  Extremely  Fine  45.  Cleaned  (polished).  Not  as  scarce  as  either  1848  or 
1850  but  by  no  means  common,  either.  Mintage:  62,600. 


2183  1850  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned;  tiny  rim  ding.  Also,  a  small  rim 

bruise  below  AMERICA  is  the  only  other  imperfection  on  what  are  other¬ 
wise  broad,  square,  and  choice  rims.  Fields  prooflike.  Rare:  only  7,500  struck 
of  these,  and  usually  found  well  worn,  typically  Fine  or  Very  Fine,  seldom 
better. 
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2184  1850-0  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  May  have  been  dipped 

one  or  two  times  in  the  past,  though  in  other  ways  above  average,  most 
notable  being  the  relative  absence  of  circulation  marks.  A  very  scarce  date  and 
on  many  collectors’  want  (wish)  lists.

2188  1854  Extremely  Fine  45  in  sharpness.  Though  heavily  burnished  leaving 

things  with  a  well-polished  and  hairlined  look.  Still,  this  is  a  very  scarce  date 
in  any  grade.  The  mint  struck  33,140.

2185  1850-0  Extremely  Fine  40.  Shininess  on  the  high  points  resulted  when  this 

scarce  piece  was  cleaned,  though  it  is  still  attractive.  Sharp,  broad  rims  unbro¬ 
ken  by  nicks  or  bruises.  With  40,000  mimed  and  few  seen  in  high  grades,  we 
encourage  bidders  to  “stretch  some”  when  bidding. 


RARE  1852  SEATED  DOLLAR 


2186  1852  Sharpness  of  Extremely  Fine.  Heavily  cleaned;  rims  better  than  most 

in  that  they  exhibit  only  a  single  small  scuff  at  about  the  4  o’clock  position 
on  the  obverse.  Mintage  for  1852  was  1,100  plus  an  unknown  number  of 
Proofs.  This  may  or  may  not  be  a  former  Proof;  its  fields  are  mirrored  as  in 
the  Proofs,  but  then  some  of  the  design  isn’t  as  complete  as  would  be  expect¬ 
ed,  possibly  the  effect  of  the  cleaning. 


2187  1853  Extremely  Fine  40.  Dipped  or  lightly  cleaned;  a  small  reverse  rim  nick. 

Scarce.  Only  46,100  minted. 


2189  1855  Extremely  Fine  45.  Dipped  or  lightly  cleaned  but  leaving  the  surface 
intact  and  attractive  to  the  eye;  the  fields  semi-prooflike,  the  eagle  stronger 
than  average  on  neck  and  upper  wing.  Scarce:  26,000  struck. 

2190  1856  Very  Fine  20.  Cleaned.  One  of  63,500  minted. 


2191  1857  Mint  State  60.  Prooflike.  Cleaned.  It  is  normal  for  1857  to  find 

Liberty’s  head  and  the  stars  to  either  side,  but  what  is  not  usual  is  the  near¬ 
absence  of  marks  or  other  impairment.  Low  mintage:  94,490.

2192  1858  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Although  this  sparkling  Seated  Dollar  may  have 

been  dipped  it  still  has  full  mirror  fields  and  only  secondary  hairlines,  none 
objectionable.  That  makes  it  appreciably  better  than  a  run-of-the-mill  Proof 
60  specimen  (and  we  have  seen  many  in  this  grade  with  blemishes  or  obvi¬ 
ous  marks).  The  day  a  collector  buys  an  1858  Seated  Dollar  can  be  likened 
to  a  Fourth  of  July  celebration  for  this  rarity  is  often  the  last  acquired.

2194  1859-0  Mint  State  60.  Lightly  hairlined. 


2195  1859-S  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned,  leaving  a  polished  appearance. 
Scarce  nonetheless  since  there  were  only  20,000  1859-S  Dollars  minted. 

2196  1860  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned.  Prooflike. 

2197  1860-0  Sharpness  of  Mint  State  60.  Whizzed;  a  large  planchet  defect  in  the 
center  as  though  something  with  long,  sharp  teeth  took  a  bite  out  of  Liberty’s 
abdomen.  (Actually,  there  may  have  been  a  foreign  substance  included  in  the 
silver  alloy  that  flaked  away  when  the  coin  was  struck.) 


SCARCE  SEMI-PROOFLIKE  1863  SEATED  DOLLAR 


2201  1863  Mint  State  64.  The  fields  on  both  sides  somewhat  prooflike  and  fully 
brilliant.  This  acts  to  offset  the  raised  devices  which  are,  in  comparison,  full 
and  frosted.  Even  the  stars  show  their  individual  radial  points!  It  so  happens 
that  only  the  1859-0,1860-0  and  1871  Seated  Dollars  can  be  called  com¬ 
mon  in  Uncirculated  condition.  No  more  than  a  few,  a  very  few,  1863s  exist 
in  this  exhalted  grade,  however,  the  primary  reason  being  the  relatively  low 
coinage  total  of  27,200  made  for  circulation. 

2202  1863  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned.  Only  27,200  struck. 

2203  1864  Extremely  Fine  45.  Harshly  cleaned;  several  small  rim  nicks  and  marks 
in  the  fields.  Only  30,700  business  strikes  produced  along  with  470  Proofs. 


2198  1860-0  Very  Fine  35.  Some  minor  rim  problems  and  evidence  that  it  has 
been  cleaned  and  scrubbed. 

2199  1861  Sharpness  of  Uncirculated.  Polished  on  the  obverse;  the  reverse  satiny 
but  hairlined.  Scarce:  only  77,500  minted. 


2200  1862  Mint  State  60+  Highly  lustrous  and  sharp  throughout,  including  stars, 

hair,  shield,  drapery.  Seated  Dollar  dates  in  the  1860s,  especially  those  struck 
during  the  1861-65  War  Between  the  States,  are  scarce  to  rare  depending 
upon  condition.  While  the  specimen  offered  here  may  have  been  dipped 
recently,  the  fields  are  close  to  blemish-free,  which  is  uncommon.  For  1862 
the  mint  produced  the  smallest  number  in  quite  a  long  while  (if  one  doesn’t 
count  the  Proof-only  1858).  Mintage  consisted  of  11,540  business  strikes 
and  430  Proofs.  And  Breen  states  that  “most  business  strikes  were  exported.” 


2204  1865  Extremely  Fine  40.  Cleaned.  Mintage:  46,500  plus  500  Proofs. 

22-05  1866  Extremely  Fine  40.  Dipped.  Baggy  but  original,  and  the  first  year  after 

the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  added  on  a  scroll  over  the  eagle. 


2206  1867  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Prooflike.  Well  struck  on  both  sides 
and  the  rims  without  problems  save  for  a  very  slight  knock  at  the  1 3th  star. 
Liberty  frosted  against  the  reflective  field.  Scarce. 

2207  1867  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned. 

2208  1868  Sharpness  of  Extremely  Fine.  The  rim  has  been  filed  to  make  a  bump 
less  noticeable,  and  the  entire  coin  scoured. 


1869  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Some  spotting  and  hairlines.  Also,  an  area  of  fine 
parallel  scratches  to  the  right  of  Liberty  where  an  effort  was  made  to  possibly 
remove  some  surface  impurity.  Low  Proof  mintage  of  600  explains  whv  few 
ever  get  offered. 
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2.2 10  1869  Extremely  Fine  45.  Prooflike.  Cleaned. 

221 1  lS^O  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  although  it  has  been  cleaned.  Liberty 
somewhat  bagntarked. 


2212  1870-CC  Extremely  Fine  40.  The  first  issue  from  this  colorful  Western  mint 
and  a  scarce  coin  in  spite  of  it  having  been  cleaned.  A  short,  curved  scratch 
by  the  liberty  cap  and,  at  10  o’clock,  one  minor  rim  bruise. 

2213  1871  About  Uncirculated  58.  Prooflike.  Though  lightly  hairlined,  an 
acceptable  specimen  that  has  mostly  blue  and  russet-brown  toning  at  the  rim. 

2214  1871  About  Uncirculated  55.  Frosty  white  luster  (dipped  but  unimpaired 
otherwise);  several  rim  nicks  at  right. 

2215  1871  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine.  Polished,  buffed,  and  stained.  Not  a  pretty 
sight,  but  then  again  the  price  realized  will  likely  reflect  this. 


2216  1871-CC  Fine  12.  Cleaned.  A  small  rim  dent.  Lowest  mintage  Carson  City 

Seated  Dollar:  only  1,376  struck  and  generally  unavailable  in  upper  grades. 
When  the  U.S.  government  changed  the  weight  of  Americas  silver  coins  in 
1873  and  all  but  demonetized  the  Silver  Dollar,  many  CC-mint  pieces  were 
either  exported  or  melted  as  worth  more  in  silver  value  than  their  face 
amount. 


2218  1872-S  Very  Fine  35.  Cleaned.  A  rim  bump  over  AME  of  AMERICA. 
Scarce,  but  not  rare  despite  the  relatively  low  9,000  coinage  total;  this  issue 
may  have  been  held  in  larger  numbers  by  the  public  or  collectors  than  the 
“CC”  1872  which  is  dozens  of  times  rarer. 

2219  1873  About  Uncirculated  50.  Cleaned  and  roughly  handled,  resulting  in 
numerous  small  abrasions.  Final  Seated  Dollar  date.  The  Coinage  Act  of 
1873  all  but  demonetized  the  Silver  Dollar  and  replaced  it  with  the  much- 
maligned  Trade  Dollar,  the  first  issues  of  which  were  coincidentally  struck  in 
1873. 

RARE  1873-CC  SEATED  DOLLAR 


2220  1873-CC  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine  20.  A  small  pin  scratch  connects  the  8  and 

7  of  the  date.  Also,  the  shield,  or  to  be  more  precise,  the  band  on  which  the 
word  LIBERTY  appears  on  the  shield,  seems  to  have  been  rubbed  with  an 
eraser  or  other  mild  abrasive.  Despite  this,  all  7  letters  are  plain  and  the  coin 
is  natural,  gray-toned,  and  unmolested  everyplace  else.  The  date’s  rarity  is 
explained  by  its  low  2,300  mintage. 


2217  1872-CC  Extremely  Fine  45.  Lightly  cleaned,  which  caused  numerous  sur¬ 

face  hairlines;  there  is  also  minor  pin  scratches  or  what  may  be  some  tooling 
on  Liberty’s  stomach  and  right  leg.  Inspection  advised.  Low  mintage  for 
1872-CC:  3,150.

1873  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Only  865  Proofs  issued.  Brilliant,  although  has 
been  dipped  which  left  the  fields  vaguely  hairlined.  A  bold  strike. 


2227  1874  S  Mint  State  60+.  Several  of  the  stars  on  obverse  flat;  the  strike  gen¬ 

erally  above-average  elsewhere  for  this  early  date  Trade  Dollar  from  the  San 
Francisco  Mint.  Frosty.  Only  lightly  bagmarked. 


2228  1874-S  About  Uncirculated  50.  Chopmark  at  Liberty’s  waist. 


2222  1873-CC  ANACS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Enough  surface  abrasion  and  rub 

in  the  field  to  draw  bidders  attention  to  it;  still  and  all  a  scarce,  first-year  issue 
from  this  important  branch  mint. 


2223  1873-CC  About  Uncirculated  58.  Prooflike.  Lightly  hairlined.  Several  of 

the  stars  at  top  are  flat,  but  the  remaining  design  is  complete.  Scarce  condi¬ 
tion. 


2229  1875  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  A  few  easy-to-miss  hairlines.  The  mirror  fields 

strong  and  reflective,  against  which  rise  blemish-free  frosted  devices  (with 
Liberty  noteworthy  for  its  intricate  detail).  Rims  have  a  partial  knife  edge. 
Proof  mintage  amounted  to  only  700  this  year. 


2230  1875  Extremely  Fine  45.  Cleaned  and  hairlined. 


2224  1873-S  About  Uncirculated  55.  Light  hairlines;  semi-prooflike  fields. 


2231  1875-CC  About  Uncirculated  58.  Prooflike.  Lightly  hairlined  and  widely 

scattered  small  bagmarks  (mostly  concentrated  on  the  obverse). 


2225  1874  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  Attractive  gold  and  silver-gray  finish.  Against  the 

mirror  field  rise  frosted  Liberty  and  eagle.  The  strike  is  so  sharp  that  there  is 
a  knife  rim  on  either  side,  which,  in  a  Trade  Dollar,  is  unusual.  Proofs  con¬ 
sisted  of  700  specimens  in  1874. 


2232  1875-CC  Extremely  Fine  45.  Chopmarks. 

2233  1875-S  About  Uncirculated  58.  One  chopmark  (lower  reverse).  Naturally 
toned;  lustrous  and  attractive. 


2226  1874-CC  Mint  State  60+.  A  frosty  example,  brilliant  with  mint-white 

bloom  and  only  subtlety  hairlined.  The  field  is  quite  choice  while  the  strike 
is  second  to  none  on  a  business  strike  Trade  Dollar. 


2234  1875-S  About  Uncirculated  58.  Lightly  hairlined;  areas  where  the  strike  is 
less  than  full. 

2235  1875-S  About  Uncirculated  55.  Light  hairlines  the  effect  of  mild  cleaning. 


2236  1876  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  A  small  reed  mark  in  the  reverse  where  another 

coin  came  into  contact  with  the  surface;  choice  elsewhere.  An  attractive  spec¬ 
imen.  Mintage  in  Proof — 1,150 — is  marginally  larger  than  other  dates  1873 
to  1877  and  can  be  explained  by  increased  sales  during  the  Centennial  Year 
celebrations  1776-1876.

2472A  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Printing  Official  Presentation  Book  entitled  “Portraits  &  Vignettes’  made  for  U.S.  President  Chester  A.  Arthur.  Circa  1881-86, 
a  massive  (9 'A  x  1 1  x  3'A”)  absolutely  magnificent  hand-tooled,  full  brown-leather  bound  volume;  the  cover  is  stamped  Hon.  Chester  A.  Arthur.  The  book 
contains  134  gilt-edge  pages  upon  which  are  mounted  208  engraved  die  proofs  on  India  paper.  136  are  portraits  and  72  are  scenes,  views,  allegorical  designs, 
or  depict  government  buildings.  The  portraits,  among  others,  include  the  three  most  contemporary  Presidents  (Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  James  A.  Garfield  and 
Chester  A.  Arthur)  along  with  their  cabinet  members,  every  U.S.  president  preceding  Arthur,  a  few  vice  presidents,  all  Secretaries  ot  the  Treasury,  other  promi¬ 
nent  cabinet  secretaries,  famous  congressmen,  a  few  chief  justices,  several  generals,  admirals  and  other  notable  military  commanders  and  some  private  sector 
Americans  such  as  Robert  Fulton,  Samuel  Morse  and  Washington  Irving. 


Others  include  many  historically  significant  scenes  or  views  plus  assorted  ornate  allegorical  designs.  Virtually  all  of  these  engravings  are  extremely  important 
to  collectors  in  many  different  specialties.  The  portraits,  beside  their  very  obvious  appeal  to  autograph  collectors,  have  appeared  on  U.S.  postage,  revenue  and 
tax  paid  revenue  stamps,  bonds  and  other  government  financial  paper.

DESIRABLE  FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY  SHIELD 


2720  Circa  1866-67  Fractional  Currency  Shield  with  Gray  background  in  quali¬ 
ty  crafted  19th  century  frame.  Average  condition.  Some  light  aging  as  well 
as  foxing  though  an  almost  complete  absence  of  water  stains  along  the  bot¬ 
tom  third;  minor  touch-ups  using  white  paint-out  but  all  in  all  in  attractive 
condition.  A  historic  piece  of  19th  century  Americana  and  one  of  the  most 
talked-about  collector  items.  The  Fractional  Currency  shields  were  sold  by 
the  United  States  Treasury  in  the  late- 1860s  to  bankers  and  others  who  han¬ 
dled  currency  to  aid  in  catching  bogus  Fractional  notes  (which  were  plaguing 
the  economy  at  the  time).  There  are  39  notes  in  the  display  ranging  from  the 
smallest — 3<t — up  to  50?  and  including  front  and  back  examples  of  the 
never-issued  Grant-Sherman  design.  First,  Second,  and  Third  Issue  series 
notes  are  represented.  (The  Fourth  and  Fifth  Issues  came  after  the  shields 
were  no  longer  made.) 


The  large  figure  seen  roosting  at  the  shield’s  apex  is  same  bald  eagle  depicted 
on  America’s  1869-1901  $10  Legal  Tender  bills  and  otherwise  known  to  col¬ 
lectors  as  the  “jackass”  eagle.  When  held  inverted  he  changes  into — as  if  by  a 
miracle — the  spitting  image  of  a  flop-eared,  snowy-muzzled  donkeys  head!  It 
takes  very  little  imagination  to  spot  the  illusion  (although  a  quantity  of  good 
strong  drink  helps  in  the  identification);  our  unfortunate  feathered  friend 
deserves  his  nickname  “jackass”  because  of  it.

One  reason  for  withdrawing  notes  $500  and  larger  beginning  in  1946-7  was 
the  fact  individuals  and  businesses  had  switched  to  using  checks  (demand 
deposits)  for  large  payments;  however,  it  is  believed  the  government’s  main 
objective  was  to  control  the  public’s  cash  transactions — something  taxing 
agencies  traditionally  love  to  do.  Thirteen  years  earlier,  Franklin  Delano 
Roosevelt,  having  the  same  aim  in  mind  and  with  rubber-stamp  approval  by 
the  Supreme  Court,  had  confiscated  more  than  $2  billion  worth  of  the  pub¬ 
lic’s  gold.  Even  Bonnie  and  Clyde  couldn’t  compete  with  bank-robbing  on 
such  a  grand  scale!  Once  gold  was  demonetized,  the  next  to  be  targeted  were 
big  bills  like  this  $1000.  Think  of  it  as  a  modern  version  of  the  Golden  Rule: 
“He  who  owns  the  gold,  makes  the  rules.” . ($1 500-UP)

The  paper  retains  complete  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing 
crispness:  paper  white,  the  green  ink  bright;  corners  sharp  with  barely  noticeable  fuzziness  at  their  very  tips  (characteristic  of  the  denomination  when 
Uncirculated). 

Plate  position  Bl.  This  is  note  B00000806A  on  the  New  York  Federal  Bank,  the  second  Bank  in  the  12-district  system  established  in  1913  to  centralize  the  con¬ 
trol  and  distribution  of  the  nation’s  money  supply.  Originally,  Federal  Reserve  Notes  were  backed  by  gold,  but  following  the  president’s  emergency  order  of  April 
1933,  all  gold  backing  was  removed.  To  register  this  changed  status,  the  new  Series  1934  notes  were  produced  having  modified  “Legal  Tender”  statement  that 
now  no  longer  makes  reference  to  gold  backing.  In  all  there  were  1 1,520  of  the  district  B  $5000  small  size  notes  issued.  Since  1946-7,  however,  the  government 
has  been  withdrawing  from  circulation  notes  larger  than  $500,  which  has  reduced  the  total  population  to  close  to  zero.  The  $5000  in  this  grade,  with  this  amount 
of  freshness  and  quality  appearance,  is  something  of  a  stand-out  in  the  sale  and  we  expect  will  realize  a  strong  bid . ($25000-UP) 

For  those  who  might  be  interested  in  a  sidelight  to  monetary  history,  at  the  time  this  was  issued,  in  the  midst  of  the  worldwide  Great  Depression  or  shortly 
thereafter,  $5000  would  have  bought  approximately  10  brand  new  Detroit  automobiles!  Such  was  the  purchasing  power  of  large  bills  in  the  1930s.  What  would 
10  automobiles  cost  today?

The  Judd- 1293  design  has  Liberty  seated  left,  the  right  hand  supports  a  lib¬ 
erty  cap  on  a  pole  and  the  left  rests  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY  in  incuse 
letters;  behind  is  a  plough  with  short  handles  and  a  small  sheaf  of  wheat,  in 
front  are  two  cotton  bales  and  the  sea  in  the  distance.  The  reverse  has  an 
eagle  with  spread  wings,  the  right  talon  holding  three  arrows  and  the  left  sup¬ 
ports  a  shield  inscribed  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  The  seated  figure  of  Liberty, 
like  the  English  seated  figure  of  Britannia,  traces  all  the  way  back  to  ancient 
Roman  and  Greek  coin  designs  of  2000  to  2500  years  ago.

A  new  metal  called  “goloid”  had  been  patented  by  Dr.  Wheeler  W.  Hubbell 
of  Pennsylvania  on  May  22,  1877.  This  was  an  alloy  of  gold,  silver  and  cop¬ 
per  in  which  the  ratio  of  silver  to  gold  was  16  to  1.  It  was  an  attempt  to 
destroy  the  rivalry  between  silver  and  gold.  Two  Dollars  made  ot  this  metal 
would  contain  exactly  a  Dollars  worth  of  gold  and  a  Dollar’s  worth  of  silver.

ror  fields;  minor  hairlines  on  both  sides  consistent  with  the  grade  are  all  that  keeps  this  from  the  next  higher  category.  A  newly  certified  specimen:  PCGS  census 
for  Judd-1608  is  now  2  in  Proof  62  (the  other  “62”  selling  in  a  March  1994  Bowers  and  Merena  sale,  Lot  1465,  $35,200)  and  a  single  Proof  63  that  Bowers 
offered  in  a  November  1995  sale,  Lot  2313. 

Although  the  new  Dollar  had  been  accepted  the  year  before,  ten  more  Pattern  Dollars  were  minted  in  1879.  C.  E.  Barber  submitted  his  “Washlady”  design  not 
only  for  the  Dollar  but  for  the  lesser  silver  denominations  as  well.  George  T.  Morgan  designed  his  beautiful  “Schoolgirl”  pattern  Dollar  and  combined  his  obverse 
adopted  for  the  regular  Silver  Dollar  with  other  reverses  for  pattern  Dollars,  Half  Dollars,  Quarter  Dollars  and  Dimes.  However,  no  other  denomination  featured 
the  lovely  young  head  of  Liberty  that  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  “schoolgirl.” 

If  the  researches  by  Saul  Teichman  can  be  verified,  the  “Schoolgirl”  nickname,  according  to  the  Bowers  sale  description,  traces  back  to  New  York  Coin  and  Stamp 
Company’s  Doughty  Collection  sale  of  1891.  “It  is  possible  that  the  name  was  conceived  by  Harlan  P.  Smith  or  David  Proskey  at  about  this  time.”  Bowers  goes 
on  to  give  a  census,  which  we  append  here:

In  addition  to  those  listed  above  and  in  the  body  of  the  description,  more  recently,  Bowers  and  Merena  sold  a  “Proof  64+”  specimen  in  their  May  1996  sale,  Lot 
288.  That  coin,  along  with  the  newly  certified  Proof  62  offered  in  this  Lot  may  or  may  not  be  included  in  one  of  the  above.  The  coin  holder’s  PCGS  certifica¬ 
tion  number  is  2665986. 

Diagnostic  features:  an  area  of  subtle  granularity  in  the  mirror  finish  stretches  from  just  above  the  level  of  the  nose  to  about  midway  opposite  the  throat.  Also 
can  be  found,  several  faint  parallel  lines,  possibly  so-called  roller  lines  from  when  the  silver  strip  was  flattened  in  the  mint’s  rollers.  These  occur  in  and  around 
ONE  DOL  on  the  reverse.

Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  With  incredibly  rich  and  satisfying 
sunset  gold-to-red  toning  at  centers,  intensifying  outwards  to  the 
rim  where  it  changes  into  shimmering  blue;  the  reverse,  in  particu¬ 
lar,  carries  this  iridescing  blue  to  its  fullest,  most  beautiful  effect.  In 
all  ways,  a  first-class  Gem.  Judd-1615  comprised  a  mule  of  the 
Morgan  obverse — as  used  on  regular  issue  Dollars,  1878  to  1904 — 
with  a  reverse  designed  by  William  Barber.  Barber  was  Morgan’s  fel¬ 
low  design-artist  and,  if  tradition  can  be  trusted,  an  eager  competi¬ 
tor  for  the  Mint  Officialdom’s  approval  of  his  coinage  designs.  This 
obverse-reverse  die  pairing  is  not  seen  elsewhere  than  on  Judd- 
1615.  The  words  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  are  nearly  straight  across 
above  the  eagle,  rather  than  curved  to  follow  the  arc  of  the  rest  of 
the  legend. 

Since  Judd-1615  is  Rarity-7,  having  only  4  to  12  known,  it  is 
decidedly  rare  right  off  the  mark;  however,  it  enters  the  realm  of 
Condition  Census  in  this  exceptional  condition.  Coin  is  housed  in 
PCGS  holder  2665989  and  this  is  the  first  time  through  a  grading 
service.

The  strike,  this  being  one  of  the 
best-made  Pattern  Proofs,  is  needle-sharp  and  is  most  revealing  in  Liberty’s 
curly,  flowing  hair  and  crisp  beaded  coronet  with  the  word  LIBERTY 
inscribed  upon  it  in  raised  letters. 

Designs  were  by  William  Barber.  The  legend  on  the  reverse,  DEO  EST 
GLORIA,  is  Latin.  Loosely  translated  it  means  God  is  in  Glory  or  Glory  to 
God,  a  variant,  it  seems,  on  the  more  familiar  In  God  We  Trust.  All  silver, 
“Metric  Alloy  ’  pieces  such  as  this  Judd-1617  weigh  25  grams  or  385.8  grains. 
Additional  non-metric  silver  pieces  were  made  but  on  lightweight  planchets.

style.  Walter  Breen  notes  that  the  first  example,  a  Proof,  was  submitted  to  the  secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  August  17,  1 854.  Only  five  specimens  could  be  traced 
by  Walter  Breen,  one  of  which  is  the  present  example.  Another  piece  is  permanently  impounded  in  the  American  Numismatic  Society  Collection,  and  a  third 
specimen  is  cleaned.  David  Akers  was  able  to  trace  just  one  record  of  an  1854  Proof  having  appeared  at  auction,  the  one  sold  by  Abe  Kosoff  in  the  Thomas  G. 
Melish  Collection  sale,  1956. 


“The  present  example  is  a  beautiful  Proof  with  some  minor  marks  which  can  be  seen  by  using  a  glass.  Some  of  these  marks  are  tiny  planchet  flaws  located  at  the 
bottom  of  the  reverse.  Exceedingly  sharply  struck  overall.”

In  the  reverse  field,  below  the  arrowheads,  an  attempt  has 
been  made  to  tool  away  or  remove  something,  possibly  granularity;  in  the 
obverse,  at  star  4,  additional  fussing  is  visible  as  though  the  star  were  repaired.

Extra  outlines  within  and  atop  3;  tiny  point  on  right  edge  ot  upper 
loop.  Unpolished  area  fills  about  half  of  left  loop  (on  restrikes,  entire  left  loop).  Small  areas  of  die  polish  on  upper  parts  of  both  ribbon  ends.  Dentils  mostly 
joined.

ter  is  definitely  attractive.  Always  popular  due  to  the  quaint  denomination.

(The  Coinage  Act  of  1890,  which  sought  to  stan¬ 
dardize  America’s  money  scheme,  abolished  several  superfluous  coin  denom¬ 
inations  including  the  3c  Nickel,  Gold  Dollar,  and  $3.)  Coinage  totalled  an 
anemic  2,429.

2024  1803,  3  over  2.  About  Uncirculated  50  or  better.  However,  the  right  obverse

Eagle  for  their  collection  may  want  to  submit  a  bid — a  strong  bid,  since  it 
ranks  above  the  common  herd  for  its  grade. 


2926  1808  Very  Fine  35.  Numerous,  though  faint,  hairline  scratches  paralleling 

each  other  on  the  obverse;  barring  these,  an  acceptable  specimen  that  features 
excellent  hair  and  eagle,  sharp  stars,  and  above-average  rims.  Second  year  that 
this  modified  design  by  John  Reich  appears  on  America’s  Half  Eagle  denom¬ 
ination.  What  is  believed  to  be  Reich’s  secret  “signature” — an  easy-to-miss 
chip  out  of  one  of  the  star  points — is  found  here  on  star  13.  It  takes  a  dedi¬ 
cated  numismatist  to  discover  such  a  hidden  sign,  although  no  one  has 
stepped  forward  to  lay  claim  to  the  discovery.

2923  1803,  3  over  2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Chief  engraver 

Robert  Scot  may  have  been  responsible  for  repunching  a  3  over  an 
earlier  1802-dated  but  unfinished  die  since  there  are  no  perfect- 
date  1803  Half  Eagles.  The  present  coin  exhibits  frosty  yellow-gold 
mint  bloom,  smooth  fields,  and  only  some  minor  adjustment,  this 
held  exclusively  to  the  reverse  and  almost  unnoticeable  in  the  lower 
quadrant  where  it  diagonals  through  the  arrows  and  lower  part  ol 
the  shield.  An  impressive  looking  Half  Eagle  and  sure  to  please  the 
connoisseur  of  classic  American  gold. 


2927  1813  Very  Fine  30.  Cleaned.  Some  luster  remains.  Robert  Scot’s  modified 

capped  head  left.  This  and  the  next  design  (1813-1829  and  1 829- 1 834  With 
Motto)  are  by  far  the  most  difficult  of  all  Half  Eagle  types  to  obtain.  The  rea¬ 
son  is  not  low  mintage  but  a  high  level  of  melting,  a  by-product  ol  the  colos¬ 
sal  influx  of  silver  from  Mexican  and  Peruvian  mines.  This  immense  increase 
in  the  supply  of  silver  on  world  markets  in  the  second  and  third  decades  of 
the  1 9th  century,  compared  with  gold  lowered  the  price  of  silver  reckoned  in 
gold.  The  result  was  an  inexorable  rise  in  the  value  of  gold  reckoned  in 
Mexican  dollars  (the  international  means  of  payment  at  the  time).  It's  major 
side  effects  included  hoarding  and  melting  of  older  gold  coins  when  their 
bullion  value  exceeded  their  face  value  by  enough  to  afford  a  profit  over  the 
cost  of  melting.

Keston  sale.  Only  overdates  were  struck  in  1814.  The  coin  is  gorgeous  in  this 
Mint  condition,  featuring  golden  luster  touched  by  orange  toning,  subdued 
on  the  highest  points  then  deepening  to  rich  mint  frost  in  the  fields.  The  bor¬ 
ders,  contrary  to  many,  are  found  sharply  impressed  and  there  are  no  adjust¬ 
ment  lines  on  the  planchet.  There  is  a  small  mark  by  the  eye  and  flattening 
on  the  eagle’s  left  leg.

2930  1827  Breen-6486.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Superb!  A  magnificent  coin  showing  impressive  detail.  Not  only  are  all  of  the  stars  needle-point  sharp  but 

Liberty’s  curls  and  the  eagle’s  feathers,  feet  and  neck  are  equally  bold;  and  as  though  these  were  not  sufficient,  the  fields  are  alive  with  bright  golden  yellow  lus¬ 
ter,  a  luster  as  dazzling  and  frosty  as  any  seen  on  a  20th  Century  gold  coin.  Such  sparkle  is  almost  unheard-of  for  one  of  these  aristocrats  of  American  gold.  Further 
adding  to  its  noble  appearance  is  wonderful  warm  coppery  orange  tints  around  the  stars  and  date  numerals  and  hugging  close  to  the  devices  on  the  reverse. 

Breen,  in  his  various  works  on  early  American  coinage,  held  the  opinion  no  more  than  12  to  15  specimens  survive  out  of  an  original  total  of  24,913.  As  is  true 
with  other  dates  besides  1827,  however,  one  or  more  of  these  may  be  impounded  in  museums,  reducing  the  supply  in  private  hands.  This  is,  by  far,  the  finest 
known,  better  even  than  the  uncertified  “Mint  State  65”  Garret  specimen  sold  nearly  two  decades  ago.  In  all  that  time  none  has  appeared  to  equal  to  this,  and 
for  obvious  reasons.  We  can  state  unhesitatingly  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  significant  offerings  in  a  long  while,  a  coin  that  has  everything  going  for  it  in  terms 
of  eye  appeal,  historic  relevance,  rarity,  mint-originality,  and  value. 

Coin  is  in  PCGS  holder  6543545.  Identifying  features;  a  thin,  shallow  line  in  the  frost  from  the  nostril  back  towards  the  nearby  curl;  two  minute  tic  marks 
below  UM  of  UNUM;  and  another  very  insignificant  nick  in  the  open  area  beneath  the  eagle’s  head.  As  stated,  all  stars  are  bold.

Needle-like  stars  have  full  lines  between  the  points 
while  the  eagle,  its  claws,  and  the  arrowheads  are  consistently  bold.

For  repre¬ 
senting  the  No  Motto  style  Half  Eagle  (1839-1866)  no  better  example  need 
be  searched  out. 


2938  1852-D  Extremely  Fine  40.  Lightly  cleaned;  a  few  small  surface  marks, 

including  one  or  two  on  the  reverse  rim.  These  are  nothing  out  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  for  an  early  Southern  branch  mint  gold  Half  Eagle,  however,  and  can  be 
overlooked.  The  mint  at  Dahlonega,  Georga,  was  established  to  strike  small¬ 
er  denomination  U.S.  gold  coins  from  1 838  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War 
in  1861,  and  is  noted  for  the  many  low  mintage  or  rare  dates.  1852-D  ranks 
as  a  particularly  good  date  to  represent  this  mint  since  it  is  relatively  inex¬ 
pensive  compared  to  numerous  others:  91,584  coined.

2939  1854-D  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Full  brilliant  luster  with  a 

few  light  hairlines  and  contact  marks  away  from  the  gem  class;  a 
beautiful  coin  and  one  of  the  few  Mint  State  1854-D  Half  Eagles 
reported.  Although  this  date  is  considered  a  “common”  Dahlonega 
date  in  worn  grades  (the  average  seen  no  better  than  VF  or  EF  as  a 
general  observation),  in  Mint  condition  is  has  earned  a  well 
deserved  place  in  the  numismatic  pantheon.  As  of  August  1997, 
when  this  sale  is  being  prepared,  PCGS  had  certified  only  this  sin¬ 
gle  MS62,  with  1  higher.

None 
of  these  is  significant.  A  thin  die  crack  advances  from  the  rim 
thru  C  and  I  of  AMERICA,  across  the  field  to  about  the  middle 
of  the  eagle’s  right  wing. 
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SUPERB  1855  HALF  EAGLE 


2940  1855  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Population:  4.  Tied  for  finest 

graded  with  three  others  (all  NGC  certified),  this  1855  is,  without 
beating  around  the  bush,  a  first-class  Gem.  Smooth  with  frosty 
mint  luster,  its  fields  gleam  and  resonate  originality;  and  the  strike 
is  medium  to  full,  with  the  only  weakness  the  eagle’s  neck  feathers 
(and  this  is  typical  for  No  Motto  $5  gold  pieces  from  all  7  mints). 
For  purposes  of  identification  we  point  out  a  tiny  field  mark 
between  stars  12  and  13  and  a  little  luster  roughness  at  the  top  two 
arrowheads;  but  this  is  all.  Coin  in  PCGS  holder  4708416  and  the 
only  MS64  certified  by  the  service. 


LOVELY  ABOUT  UNCIRCULATED  1864  HALF  EAGLE 


2941  1864  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  With  luster  in  the  spaces  around 

the  lettering  on  the  reverse  and  still  evident  throughout  the  obverse  periph¬ 
eral  areas.  An  excellent  strike  completes  the  picture,  this  being,  for  all  practi¬ 
cal  purposes,  the  best  grade  for  a  Philadelphia  Mint  1864  (there  are  two 
MS61 -certified  pieces).  Mintage:  4,220. 


2943  1875-CC  Sharpness  of  Fine.  The  one,  the  only  word  that  can  describe  the 

condition  of  this  Half  Eagle  is:  arf!Vox  it  is,  without  mincing  words,  a  dog: 
scraped,  bent,  knocked  about  the  rims  as  though  it  had  laid  in  the  street  for 
weeks,  if  not  months,  and  been  trampled  and  stomped  underfoot  by  numer¬ 
ous  horses,  carriages,  hay  wagons,  dogs,  cats,  sheep,  cattle,  ladies  with  bum- 
bershoots,  and  yelling,  screaming  boys!  But  that  aside,  in  its  “Basal  State” — 
a  quaint  word  we  numismatists  use  to  describe  a  coin  in  less  than  prime  con¬ 
dition — in  this  Basal  State,  it  is  nevertheless  an  elusive  item  since  the  Carson 
City  Mint  issued  a  mere  1 1,828  for  circulation.

seen  on  some.  This  has  a  very  low  population  in  upper  grade  ranges  and 
should  attract  attention  because  it  is  so  choice.

2946  1881  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A  blast  of  golden  frost  greets  the  eye  with 
this  well-struck,  well-preserved  Liberty  Half  Eagle.  Bidders  may  want  to  give 
it  an  extra  “push”  since  it  is  in  an  old  PCGS  holder. 

2947  1881  Doubled  Date.  Breen-6714.  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50. 

First  date  placed  too  far  to  the  left;  this  is  the  first  of  two  doubled-date  vari¬ 
ety  1881s  pictured  in  the  Breen  encyclopedia.

2942  1873-S  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Some  nicks  and  scratches  on

These  are  minor,  considering  the  high  grade 
and  fine  state  of  preservation.  For  it  is  true  throughout  the  1870s  that  Half 
Eagles  are  scarce  to  rare  in  high  grade,  when  they  are  found  at  all.  Mintage:

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2949  1892-CC  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Premium  Quality.  Population  1,  with  0  Higher.  The  Finest  Known.  In  old  PCGS  encapsulation  (#2260246)  and  an 

excellent  candidate  to  get  cracked  out  and  come  back  in  a  Mint  State  66  holder.  As  it  stands,  this  is  the  finest  known  1892-CC  Half  Eagle  and,  because  of  its 
superlative  condition,  we  have  called  your  attention  to  its  special  status  by  adding  Premium  Quality  to  the  grade. 

The  coin  has  been  off  the  market  for  the  better  part  of  a  decade,  having  last  appeared  in  the  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Chalkley  Collection  Sale  of  January  28-31,  1990,  Lot 
4674.  In  that  landmark  event  it  was  given  full  page  status,  as  we  give  it  here,  and  was  described  as  follows: 

“Carson  City  Mint  gold  has  always  found  a  warm  spot  in  the  hearts  of  America’s  numismatists  so  when  a  truly  superb  piece  comes  along  it  deserves  to  be  singled 
out  for  special  mention.  Here  is  that  coin,  an  1 892-CC  Half  Eagle  which  has  no  competitors  of  any  kind;  an  1 892-CC  which  stand  alone  on  the  field;  more  than 
this,  it  stands  head  and  shoulders  above  the  few  “next  best”  Carson  City  pieces.  Few  Half  Eagles  ever  reach  this  stature;  they  fail  because  they  lack  one  or  more 
quality  attributes.  This  is  why  the  present  coin  is  so  unusual,  why  we  expect  to  see  bidders  break  out  in  a  bidding  war  when  its  turn  comes.  In  terms  of  strike, 
you  will  find  none  to  match  it.  Its  luster,  surface  texture,  and  color  are  also  beyond  compare — in  fact,  you  will  rarely  see  sue  splenor  even  on  a  relatively  common 
Philadelphia  Mint  specimen.  Here,  too,  Liberty’s  cheek  is  immaculate,  while  the  fields  are  fresh  and  blemish-free,  and  the  luster  has  an  endearing  touch  of  ele¬ 
gance  about  it.  (This  last  is  a  characteristic  of  Carson  City  luster.)” 

All  we  can  say  about  the  strike  is  that  it  is  glorious;  razor-sharp;  as  sharp  as  any  you  find  on  a  Proof,  for  that  matter.  Together  with  its  superb  color  and  luster, 
this  puts  it  into  the  highly  desired,  though  seldom  awarded,  Mint  State  65  classification.  And  we  feel  confident  it  will  next  be  sporting  the  “MS66”  certification. 
Everyone  knows  how  strict  and  demanding  PCGS  is;  the  graders  for  that  firm  examine  each  gold  piece  with  critical  attention  to  detail  using,  as  it  were,  a  fine- 
tooth  comb  looking  for  marks  or  defects,  cleaning  lines,  bagmarks,  and  the  like.  As  can  be  seen  in  the  photo  blowup  (and  as  those  who  view  it  in  person  during 
lot  viewing  will  find),  PCGS  was  unable  to  locate  any  detrimental  areas. 

Originally,  Carson  City  struck  82,968  Half  Eagles  for  1892,  which  is,  for  a  point  of  information,  the  Mint’s  second  to  last  year  of  operation.  What  because  of 
the  82,968  production?  A  few  were  saved,  but  no  doubt  the  vast  preponderance  of  the  issue  circulated.  Only  by  chance  would  a  gem  have  survived,  fully  lustrous, 
and  as  pristine  as  the  day  it  was  minted.  Fortunately,  there  is  this  single  Mint  State  65  reported.  And  fortunately,  too,  bidders  have  a  rare  opportunity  to  show 
their  interest  by  advancing  the  price  of  this  handsome  offering  to  a  record-shattering  result.  This  lovely  1892-CC  realized  $33,000  the  last  time  it  sold  at  public 
auction;  and  it  should  command  a  multiple  of  that  figure  in  today’s  super-selective  market  for  extremely  rare  and  significant  low  population  United  States  gold 
coins!

2969  1799  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  It  is  highly  improbable  bidders  will  see  a  lovelier  early  date  U.S.  Ten  Dollar  gold  piece!  The  surface  is  incredible.  So,  also  are: 

the  strike  (razor-sharp  excepting  one  or  two  stars),  the  eagle  (extraordinary!),  and  the  fields,  which  are  a  tidal  wave  of  golden  luster.  Indeed,  the  fields  are  com¬ 
plete  with  infinitely  beautiful  mint  bloom,  making  the  coin  a  definite  solid  value  for  its  next  purchaser.  Without  exaggerating,  we  feel  this  1799  $10  gold  rises 
head  and  shoulders  above  all  others.  Possibly  it  may  be  said  with  truth  that  a  majority  of  the  few  seen  in  this  grade  have  problems  of  one  sort  or  another.  That  is 
not  the  case  here.  (As  of  catalog  preparation  time,  August  1997,  graders  have  certified  27  Mint  State  64s,  with  4  higher.  Coin  is  in  PCGS  holder  2637794.)

This  is  the  so-called  I4th-star  variety.  A  tiny  star  appears  on  the 
reverse  in  the  rightmost  cloud;  inasmuch  as  it  is  tinier  than  the 
regular  constellation  that  surmounts  the  eagle,  guesses  can  only 
be  made  how  it  came  to  be  where  it  is.  Possibly  it  was  a  moment’s 
whim  on  the  part  of  the  diesinker;  or  it  may  have  been  meant  to 
“mark”  the  die  for  some  purpose  now  unknown.  Whatever  the 
reason  it  is  one  of  the  more  unusual  reverses  in  American  numis¬ 
matics.  Breen  estimates  there  were  6,038  of  these  minted  (see 
Encyclopedia,  p.547).

The  coin  has 
some  luster  around  the  stars  and  legends  and  can  be  considered  in  the  mid- 
Condition  Census.  Rare. 

2989  1869  About  Uncirculated  50.  Semi-prooflike  fields  still  evident  despite  light 
hairlines  from  having  been  cleaned.  Rims  are  exceptional;  a  few  marks  noted 
around  LI  of  LIBERTY,  others  on  by  the  ear  and  middle  neck,  etc.,  but  all 
in  all  much  cleaner  than  average  for  one  of  these  great  rarities  from  the 
1860s.

Identifiable  by  its  prooflike  fields  and  frosty  head  on  Liberty.  A 
small  dark  tone  spot  on  the  eagle’s  left  wing  is  immediately  spot- 
table,  as  it  were,  no  pun  intended,  along  with  an  area  where  impu¬ 
rity  in  the  gold  left  a  faint  streak  from  the  back  of  the  truncation  to 
star  1 1 .  Other  than  for  these  minor  imperfections— and  they  are 
indeed  minor  when  one  considers  1872’s  importance  as  a  date — 
barring  these,  the  surfaces  are  a  perfect  blend  of  semiprooflike 
reflection  offset  by  frost  on  the  devices. 

Everyone  well  versed  Gold  Eagle  specialist  knows  that  dates  in  the 
1870s,  particularly  those  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  prior 
to  1878,  are  extremely  rare  in  all  grades.  Below  AU  they  can  be 
found  here  and  there  providing  the  buyer  is  willing  to  pay  market 
bid  to  own  one.  In  Uncirculated  condition,  however,  it  is  another 
story.  A  hopeful  buyer  may  have  to  wait  many  years  before  acquir¬ 
ing  a  suitable  example.  With  1872,  as  we  said,  there  are  only  4 
reported  in  Uncirculated  grades,  the  others  being,  as  a  best  “guessti¬ 
mate”  one  MS63  in  NGC  holder,  this  PCGS  MS63,  and  speci¬ 
mens  graded  MS62  and  MS64.

Liberty’s  cheek  and  headdress  are  bold,  and  for  the  reverse,  the  eagle  exhibits — indeed,  proudly  shows  off — its  com¬ 
plete  complement  of  feathers  on  wings,  breast,  legs.  These  features  are  nearly  free  of  marks;  so  free,  in  other  words,  that  bidders  may  not  have  this  opportunity 
offered  to  them  again  for  many,  many  months.  1908-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  Indian  Head  Eagles,  with  the  mintage  59,850.

The  fields  are  satu¬ 
rated  in  golden  luster  with  a  pale  orange  shade,  presentable  and 
choice.  As  well,  the  strike  complements  the  color  in  being  clear 
throughout:  stars,  Liberty’s  coronet  and  hair,  rims,  eagle,  indeed 
everything is  complete.  As  we  see  it,  the  coin  deserves  a  second  opin¬ 
ion  by  the  grade  certifiers  (for  possible  upgrade,  naturally);  which 
is  why  we  assign  it  to  the  PQ  class.  It  is  a  commonplace  among 
Double  Eagles  in  this  early  period  that  choiceness  is  rarer  than  a 
sunny  day  at  the  North  Pole  in  winter;  instead  the  rule  seems  to  be 
grievous  numbers  of  contact  marks  and,  if  Uncirculated,  dull  or 
uninspiring  luster.  Putting  the  results  in  a  word,  give  this  gorgeous 
1856  a  bigb'idt  for  it  deserves  nothing  less.  Coin  is  in  NGC  holder 
290977-001. 

After  James  Longacre  completed  the  original  dies  for  the  1849 
Gold  Dollars  (despite  attempted  sabotage  by  mint  officials),  he 
used  the  same  prototype,  the  Venus  Accroupie,  ‘Crouching  Venus,’ 
for  the  $20  “Liberty”  head. 

Useless  bit  of  trivia;  according  to  the  Breen  encyclopedia,  “All 
double  eagles,  1850-58,  are  from  a  master  die  in  which  LIB  was 
corrected  from  LLI.”  Hence,  the  extended  bottom  right  foot  on 
I  and  the  long  top  and  bottom  serifs  on  the  B  in  LIBERTY. 
Perhaps  one  day  this  fact  will  appear  as  a  question  on  Jeopardy.

Out  West,  at  the  San  Francisco  facility,  the  stringency  was  little  felt  and 
coinage  remained  what  it  had  been  in  prior  years.  The  1892  is  a  rarity  in  all 
grades  and  in  very  short  supply  Mint  State.

Theodore  Roosevelt,  a  deeply  reli¬ 
gious  man  and  a  Freemason,  believed  that  inscribing  the  deity’s  name  on 
coins  which  might  be  used  for  criminal  purposes  was  blasphemy.”

For  1915, 
the  fair  organizers  selected  the  discovery  of  the  Pacific  Ocean 
(1513)  and  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal  (1914)  as  the  two 
anchor  points  for  their  theme.  A  series  of  5  coins  was  struck  for  the 
occasion,  including  complete  sets  mounted  in  metal  frames  or 
leather  cases  sold  for  $200.  Many  sales  were  made  to  banks  and 
other  novices;  for  this  reason,  high  grade  examples  are  especially 
hard  to  find.  The  larger  the  denomination,  the  harder  to  locate. 
Some  were  also  carried  as  souvenir  pieces,  in  fact.  When  all  was  said 
and  done,  only  483  Round  and  645  Octagonal  $50  gold  pieces 
were  sold.  And  it  can  be  assumed  (though  no  separate  records  were 
kept  in  this  regard)  that  numerous  specimens  in  the  hands  of  the 
public  were  melted  after  the  federal  government  seized  America’s 
gold  coins  in  1933.

The  Philadelphia  Mint’s  fourteen- 
ton  medal  press  was  shipped  by  train  and  set  up  at  the  San  Francisco  facility  for  the  striking  ceremonies  for  the  Panama-Pacific  $50  gold  pieces.  It  is  claimed  this 
press  could  strike  a  coin  with  a  pressure  of  450  tons  per  square  inch.  By  comparison,  Morgan  Silver  Dollars  required  no  more  than  150  tons  of  force.  This  medal 
press  struck  1 ,500  of  each  $50  gold  piece,  for  a  total  3,000  coins  or  nearly  7,500  ounces  (value  today  at  $380  an  ounce  =  $2,775,000).  Unfortunately,  there  were 
few  takers  at  the  $100-per-coin  asking  price  and  so  only  645  Octagonal  and  483  Round  ‘fifties  were  sold.  The  overage  was  melted.)
